As you know, I nave been anxious to clean up COUP and return to

I hope this satisfied you, by which x mean I hope you will regard it 
as adequate, as presenting another side, and as warning t be reader it may be 
erroneous and in any event is not intended for universal, application* If 
you let me know promptly, I can moke any changes and additions necessary on 
this note, however, I nave done ell the notes 1 now plan and as soon es Ml 
gets toe time l 1 !! be ueving her type them, final typing* I plan this to 
appear at the end of tue appendix, not before it, so that, in a reel crunch, 
something else con be added, without repeging the appendix and redoing a large 
part of the index, which is closer to completion (Lil is on p. 482). 

On my own situation, I made an observation last night and seek your 
interpretation of its meaning, if you think the one experience warrants* I’ve 
been somewhat more anxious the pest few days, end I don’t really know why* T 0 a 
degree, the long consultation/examination, even without- some o ' the things you 
suggested, was reassuring. Ab the day wore on yesterday, I got more and more 
nervous. The only thing I cen relate to it may be entirely unrrlated, the fasc- 
ism from Chicago, tne announcing of the contempt sente ces* But, several hours 
after supper Lil, and I got on whet we’d hod to put aside because of the press 
cf her o wtl ?/ork, the comment of the IRS auditor on his examination of our rec- 
ords. I h. dn’t seen it* n e postulates much mire income than we had and he 
finds records of cash expenditures in excess cf those we actually . made. We had 
expected a refund on returns of earlier years adequate to take care of the cost 
of our indebtedness for the entire year* 

Once I saw his figures, I would have expected myself to get really 
disturbed. I didn’t. Quite the opposite* I settled down considerably end was 
able to figure much of it out. uhile we fell short of accounting for all the 
discrepancies he has under "c- sh", we have accounted for most of them es his 
misreading of our books end the necessary transfers from one of our accounts to 
another. Vie can account for all he has under projected income abeve whet we 
declared that way (for the major year, 1967, the one wo worked on). It is 
simply such trensfers of funds. (That is the year I got all the money from Del}, 
that I did get)* It may be that going over all our enormous records to account 
for all of tais, es should be possible, will be beyond out capacities. I am hope 
ful that with what we can show him he'll be satisfied. Some of the cash, for 
example, where I spent cash, came from checks I cashed immediately, to have 
immediate funds, instead of depositing the checks. But the chocks are listed in 
out books, not hidden at all* nus he has tne same sums twice. Eut niy point is 
that here was a kind of crisis, for us tae most serious -:n:i 3 pressing problem, 
and it did not make me anxious but instead, steadied and settled me. I had no 
trouble at all falling asleep afterward* It suggests to me that where I have 
tangible problems, those with which I can cope immediately or those to which I 
know answers should be possible, no swest, no anxiety. What do you say, doctor?
